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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . Claims 2, 4 and 5 objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claims 8, 1 1 and 12, respectively. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are 
so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it 
is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 1 02 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U,S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in tJiis country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 4,677,980 to Reilly et al (hereinafter "Reilly"). 

Reilly discloses an injector system having a syringe with a body 22 and plunger 38-4, an 
injector with a housing 12 and piston 168. See Figures 1 and 17-19. See also col. 10, Hnes 4-52. 



A llowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 8- 1 4 are allowed. 
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4. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 21 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant recites a portion of Reilly that suggests engagement between the plunger and 
the piston. See p. 7 of Remarks. Reilly suggests that the outer ends of the hook assemblies 
engage the plunger to move the plunger though the channels. See Reilly, col. 10, Unes 26-29. 
This is not considered to be a connective engagement between the plunger and the piston. 
(Emphasis added). A connective engagement between the plunger and the piston does not occur 
until the hook members 170 connect and engage the screw threads 160. In Figure 1 8, the distal 
portion of 168 touches the plunger, not 170. If there was no engagement at all, then this would 
contradict what is disclosed in the specification (p. 41, lines 3-17) and Figure 52A. The rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) is hereby maintained.
